Beaver Farm in Alberta 


One of the Largest Beaver Farms in 
the West on Ribstone Creek, 
Near Edgerton. 

F. F. Parkinson, who has a farm 
two miles east of Edgerton on the 
Ribstone Creek, has probably one of 
the largest beaver farms in Western 
Canada, says the Edmonton Bulletin. 


Although beavers have become al- 
most extinct in most parts of the 
west, under government protection 


during the past five or six years they 
have multiplied in the Ribstone Creck 
very rapidly and at the present time 
in parts of the stream where condi- 
tions are suitable they thrive in large 
numbers. The Ribstone Creck runs 
through a part of Mr. Parkinson’s 
farm for a distance of nearly a mile. 
The creek, which is only from twenty 
to thirty feet wide is bordered for the 
most part with poplar and willow 
which furnish a supply of food, and 
wood for building their dams, as well 
protection, Tn 
stream it is

are several dozen beavers. Occasion- 
ally a beaver is seen at work, but it is 
iimpossible to determine the number, 
except by the 


evidence of trees being 
cut down and stord for food and the 
dams built 

The beavers are kept from moving 


up or down stream by a fence made 
of wire, built below and above the 
section of the stream which they in 
habit. Mr. Parkinson intends to 
build a fence along both sides of the 
stream as well, 

Beavers have been under govern 
ment protection for a number af 
years, but special arrangements has 


been made in the case of beaver farms 
whereby the furs are sold through the 


provincial game guardian by tender
